M-morandum of a conversation as related by 
Doctor William Johnson, a surgeon in the 
service of the United States : which occurred 
belween him and an aged Indian woman of 


the Choctaw tribe. 


Doctor Johnson informed me that being 
stationed at a frontier post of the south western 
army, he had on several occasions heard refer- 
ence made to an Indian woman residing at a 
Choctaw village about eighteen miles distant, 
who had attained to a very great age, and was 
held in Ligh estimation by her tribe, not only 
in consideration of her extraordinary advanced 
age, but also on account of her reputed wisdom, 
and the benevolent character ehe had sustained 
through life. 

He remarked, that having concluded to make 
her a visit, he left home for that purpose in the 
summer of 1818. The season being warm, he 
started some time before daylight, and pursuing 
the Indian path that led to their village, 
arrived at the cabin of the old woman about 
two hours after sun rise. On approaching her 
habitation, he found her sitting quictly alone; 
on the shaded side of her wigwam, and after, 
respectiully saluting her, took a seat sufficiently, 
near to enter into conversation, when the 
following dialogue passed between them, viz :
